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Alberta 's  Wildlife  Act  and  regulations 
herald  new  era  in  wildlife  management 


The  new  Wildlife  Act  and  regulations 
were  proclaimed  February  26,  and  will 
come  into  effect  April  1,  1987,  Hon.  Don 
Sparrow  Minister  of  Forestry,  Lands  and 
Wildlife  has  announced. 

This  announcement  is  the  culmination 
of  a  public  policy  and  regulation  review 
process  which  began  six  years  ago,  Mr. 
Sparrow  said. 

Passage  of  the  Wildlife  Act  in  1984 
provided  the  framework  for  the  regulations 
needed  to  assist  in  the  new  Act's  administra- 
tion. Major  portions  of  the  Act  were  de- 
ferred from  proclamation  until  the  regula- 
tions were  available.  "Proclamation  of  the 
new  Wildlife  Act  and  regulations  marks  the 
beginning  of  a  positive  new  era  for  wildlife 
management  in  Alberta,"  said  Mr.  Sparrow. 
"We  are  very  appreciative  of  the  many 
organizations,  especially  the  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Advisory  Council  and  the  Alberta 
Fish  and  Game  Association,  who  provided 
substantial  input  to  these  very  positive 
changes  in  the  regulations." 

Some  of  the  more  significant  aspects 
of  the  new  regulations  are  the  following: 

Penalties  and  Suspensions  -  Maxi- 
mum penalties  and  lengths  of  suspension 
periods  have  been  increased  to  enable  the 
courts  to  impose  penalties  which  reflect  the 
seriousness  of  the  violations.  For  ex- 
ample, the  maximum  penalty  for  unlawful 
trafficking  has  been  increased  from  $5,000 
to  $100,000. 

Licencing  and  Training  -  First 
time  hunters  now  have  to  pass  a  hunter  ex- 
amination. Youths  under  16  will  be  issued 
a  hunting  licence  only  upon  presentation  of 
written  authorization  from  a  parent  or  guard- 
ian. The  minimum  age  for  game  bird  hunt- 
ers has  been  lowered  from  14  to  12  years 


on  condition  that  the  individual  has 
successfully  completed  a  Conservation  and 
Hunter  Education  course  and  passed  the 
associated  hunter  examination. 

Guiding  and  Outfitting  -  The 
regulations  require  all  out-of-province  big 
game  hunters  to  be  accompanied  by  a  guide 
regardless  of  where  they  hunt.  They  formal- 
ize the  allocation  of  non-resident  big  game 
hunting  opportunities.  Provisions  in  these 
regulations  require  non-resident  contract 
hunters  to  obtain  their  big  game  hunting 
licences  through  the  holder  of  a  newly  cre- 
ated outfitter-guide  permit. 

Definition  of  Wildlife  -  The  act 
defines  three  categories:  Wildlife  -  animals 
considered  native  to  the  province;  Excluded 
-  domestic  animals  or  pets;  Exotic  -  all 
other  remaining  species.  For  the  first  time, 
the  Act  clearly  states  which  animals  are  not 
affected  by  such  legislation.

Hon.  Don  Sparrow,  Minister  of 
Forestry,  Lands  and  Wildlife,  has  expressed 
concern  over  the  possible  effects  of  the  re- 
cent agreement  to  impose  a  15  per  cent  ex- 
port tax  on  softwood  lumber  shipped  from 
this  country  to  the  U.S. 

Noting  that  70  per  cent  of  Alberta 
softwood  production  is  exported  south  of 
the  border,  the  Minister  said  the  new  tax 
may  hurt  this  province's  lumber  sales  in  the 
U.S.  and  thus  affect  both  sawmill  opera- 
tions and  employment  in  the  industry. 

"The  forest  resource  is  important  to 
Alberta,"  said  Mr.  Sparrow,  "and  further 
development  of  that  sector  will  contribute 
significandy  to  diversifying  the  provincial 
economy." 

He  assured  the  forest  industry  that  it 
will  be  closely  consulted  regarding  any 
changes  that  might  be  made  to  the  current 
stumpage  arrangement  or  any  other  measure 
taken  to  convert  the  federal  export  charge  to 
a  direct  provincial  charge. 

At  the  same  time  he  called  on  govern- 
ment and  industry  to  work  together  to  over- 
come long-term  problems  like  transporta- 
tion which  have  hurt  the  industry's  compe- 
titive position  for  many  years. 

The  70  per  cent  export  figure  accounts 
for  about  800  million  board  feet  of  the  1.2 
billion  board  feet  produced  annually  in 
Alberta,  and  brings  in  revenue  of  more  than 
$170  million.  Most  of  the  sales  to  the  U.S. 
are  made  in  the  southeast  (Georgia, 
Louisiana,  Florida),  the  midwest  (Ohio)  and 
Texas.  The  export  charge  collected  by 
Ottawa  on  Alberta  lumber,  worth  about 
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Numerous  special  events  for  Wildlife  '87 
being  planned  throughout  Alberta 


This  year  marks  the  centennial  of  wild- 
life conservation  in  Canada  and  special 
events  are  being  staged  across  the  country 
as  part  of  Wildlife  '87. 

In  this  province,  the  Alberta  Wildlife 
Conservation  Centennial  Association,  with 
representatives  from  40  organizations,  is  co- 
ordinating anniversary  events.  Hon.  Don 
Sparrow  and  all  divisions  of  Forestry, 
Lands  and  Wildlife  will  be  active  partici- 
pants throughout  1987.  "I  encourage  every 
city,  town,  county,  M.D.,  I.D.,  every  oil, 
coal  and  lumber  company,  every  club  and 
organization  across  the  province  to  get 
involved,"  Mr.  Sparrow  said. 

•  The  Pincher  Creek  Film  Society  is 
preparing  a  tour  of  20  Alberta  communities 
to  show  winning  entries  from  the 
International  Wildlife  Film  Festival  held 
every  year  in  Missoula,  Montana. 

Films  dealing  with  wildlife  manage- 
ment and  the  work  of  conservationists  will 
be  featured  in  the  3  1/2  hour  show,  made 
possible  through  a  grant  from  the 
Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation. 

Film  Society  Co-ordinator  Beth 
Russell  said  that  at  each  stop  on  the  tour 
there  will  be  a  salute  to  local  community 
achievers  in  conservation  and  wildlife  man- 
agement The  society  is  working  with  the 
Junior  Forest  Wardens  and  fish  and  game 
associations  to  arrange  the  tour  and  select 
individuals  to  be  recognized  for  their  work. 

Organizers  hope  to  start  the  tour  just 
after  the  Missoula  festival  concludes  on 
April  12  and  cover  all  20  centres  by  the 
middle  of  May.  Ms.  Russell,  who  will  be 


the  tour  speaker,  says  the  society  wants  to 
establish  a  network  of  interested  individu- 
als, with  the  goal  of  making  the  tour  an 
annual  event 

•  In  Lethbridge,  the  Naturalist  Society 
has  set  up  a  display  in  the  Sir  Alexander 
Gait  Museum  dealing  with  the  relationship 
between  wildlife  and  its  environment 

Several  stuffed  birds  -  prairie  chicken, 
ptarmigan,  prairie  falcon  and  marsh  hawk  - 
are  featured  in  the  display  along  with  a 
series  of  vertical  panels  on  which  there  are 
drawings,  photographs  and  text 

President  Bill  Brown  said  the  society 
plans  to  chaiige  the  museum  display  every 
two  or  three  months  during  the  year  and 
involve  such  groups  as  the  local  fish  and 
game  association,  Boy  Scouts  and  Girl 
Guides. 

It  also  plans  other  activities  to  mark 
Wildlife  '87,  including  giving  special  recog- 
nition to  farmers  and  groups  involved  in 
wildlife  conservation  and  holding  conserva- 
tion competitions  in  Lethbridge  schools. 

•  "Wildlife  '87  -  Participating  in  Its 
Future"  is  the  theme  this  year  for  the 


The  Task  Force  on  Grazing  Lease 
Conversion  sponsored  public  information 
and  open  house  meetings  in  seven  centres 
throughout  Alberta  during  late  January  and 
early  February. 

Appointed  by  Hon.  Don  Sparrow, 
Minister  of  Forestry,  Lands  and  Wildlife, 
the  seven-member  task  force  was  seeking 
public  input  on  the  government's  grazing 
lease  conversion  policy  introduced  on 
August  1,  1985.  After  hearing  concerns  and 
comments  at  the  meetings,  it  will  prepare  a 
report  for  the  minister. 

The  conversion  policy  gives  priority 
to  a  grazing  leaseholder  on  public  land  to 
apply  for  conversion  of  the  land  to  cul- 
tivation or  sale.  The  previous  posting  re- 
quirement was  removed.  No  change  was 
made  in  the  criteria  for  determining  whether 
the  grazing  land  is  suitable  for  conversion 
or  sale.

Mountain  House,  is  chairman  of  the  task 
force.  Vice-chairman  is  Greg  Stevens,  MLA

annual  conference  of  the  Alberta  Fish  and 
Game  Association  held  February  26-28  at 
the  Edmonton  Inn. 

Lyle  Fullerton  of  the  association  said 
the  conference  was  "geared  to  where  the 
sportsmen  are  going,  a  futuristic  look  at 
what's  in  store  for  Alberta  sportsmen." 

Keynote  speaker  at  the  conference  is 
Alan  Herscovici  of  Quebec,  author  of 
"Second  Nature,"  a  book  dealing  with  ani- 
mal rights.

The  task  force  held  sessions  in 
Edmonton,  Red  Deer,  Lethbridge,  Medicine 
Hat  Calgary  and  Peace  River.  An  additional 
session  was  arranged  in  St.  Paul  on 
February  3. 

Two  information  meetings  were  held  in 
each  location,  running  from  10  a.m.  to 
2  p.m.  and  from  6:30  to  7:30  p.m.  A  12- 
minute  videotape  was  shown  and  numerous 
charts  were  posted  on  the  walls.  Members 
of  the  Public  Lands  Division,  Forestry, 
Lands  and  Wildlife,  were  available  to 
answer  questions. 

Two  public  meetings  were  also  held  at 
each  site,  from  2  to  5  p.m.  and  from  7:30 
to  whenever  the  session  closed.  It  was  at 
these  meetings  that  the  public  presented 
briefs  or  made  oral  presentations. 

In  June,  the  Speech  from  the  Throne 
announced  that  approval  of  conversions  in 
the  southern  and  central  regions  of  the 
province  would  be  frozen  until  full  public 
input  is  received  and  any  concerns  adequate- 
ly reviewed.  This  freeze  has  now  been  ex- 
tended to  northern  areas  as  well.

New  fishing  regulations  effective  April  1 
to  increase  opportunities  for  anglers 


New  fishing  regulations  to  increase 
opportunities  for  anglers  while  ensuring 
viable  fish  populations  for  the  future  will 
come  into  effect  on  April  1,  1987. 

"The  purpose  of  the  new  regulations," 
says  Hon.  Eton  Sparrow,  Minister  of 
Forestry,  Lands  and  Wildlife,  "is  to  increase 
opportunities  for  angling  and  to  ensure  that 
viable  fish  populations  are  maintained  for 
future  enjoyment.  They've  been  approved 
by  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Advisory 
Council." 

The  regulations  divide  the  province  in- 
to eight  FMAs  -  Fish  Management  Areas 
(see  map).  They  cover  five  main  categories: 
catch  and  possession  limits,  size  limits, 
bait  restrictions,  water  body  closures  and 
licensing.  Following  is  an  outline  of  the 
principal  points  in  each  of  these  categories: 

Catch  and  Possession  Limits  -  New 
catch  and  possession  limits  have  been 
introduced  with  the  intent  of  spreading  the 
potential  catch  among  more  anglers. 

The  possession  limit  for  all  species  has 
been  reduced  from  two  daily  catch  limits  to 
one.  For  example,  the  catch  and  possession 
limits  for  trout  in  all  streams  and  rivers 
will  be  five  catch  and  five  possession,  in- 
stead of  five  and  ten. 

Some  species  have  been  reduced  fur- 
ther. Lake  trout,  for  example,  will  have  lim- 
its of  three  catch  and  three  possession. 

For  walleye,  the  five  catch  and  five 
possession  limits  will  apply  except  during 
the  period  of  April  1  through  the  May  long 
weekend,  when  the  limits  will  be  two  catch 
and  four  possession. 

Size  Limits  -  New  minimum  size 
limits  have  been  introduced  to  ensure  that 
fish  have  an  opportunity  to  spawn  at  least 
once  before  being  removed.  The  minimum 
lengths  are:  bull  trout,  16  inches  (40  cm) 
and  Arctic  grayling,  12  inches  (30  cm) 
throughout  the  province;  rainbow  and  cut- 
throat trout,  10  inches  (25  cm)  in  FMAs  2 
and  3,  and  7  inches  (17.5  cm)  in  FMA  4. 

Bait  Restrictions  -  The  use  of  bait 
will  be  prohibited  in  all  flowing  waters  in 
FMAs  2,  3  and  4,  except  from  August  15 
to  October  31.  These  bait  restrictions  will 
ensure  the  survival  of  under-sized  fish  that 
must  be  returned  to  the  water  due  to  size 
limits. 

Water  Body  Closures  -  The  alter- 
nate year  closure  system  for  Eastern  Slopes 
streams  has  been  withdrawn.  Streams  will 
now  be  open  every  year,  with  a  spring 
closure  on  each  of  them.  This  will  spread 
the  fishing  harvest  over  a  greater  number  of 


streams  and  reduce  the  fishing  pressure  on 
any  one  system.  The  change  will  provide 
more  angling  opportunity  for  fishermen  in 
Alberta. 
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The  Fish  and  Wildlife  Division  has  de- 
cided not  to  increase  the  number  of  hunting 
permits  available  in  southwestern  Alberta. 
However,  the  inclusion  of  Kananaskis 
Country  into  the  area  which  will  be  open  to 
hunting  in  southern  Alberta  will  proceed  as 
previously  announced. 

The  original  proposal  which  called  for 
the  issuing  of  an  additional  25  permits  has 
been  abandoned.  The  65  limited  entry 
spring  grizzly  bear  authorization  hunt  per- 
mits, which  were  previously  available  for 
four  Wildlife  Management  Units  (WMUs), 
will  now  be  re-distributed  among  the  seven 
WMUs  open  to  the  spring  hunt 

"By  not  increasing  the  number  of  per- 
mits, we  are  acknowledging  that  we  are  at 
the  crossroads  of  grizzly  bear  management 
in  Alberta  with  the  long-term  approach 
focusing  on  a  more  conservative  harvest  by 
reducing  the  number  of  permits,"  said  Bob 
Andrews,  Director  of  the  Wildlife  Branch. 
"Combined  with  the  low  success  rate 
associated  with  grizzly  hunts,  it  will  prove 
effective." 

The  decision  was  made  after  incorporat- 
ing information  from  two  recent  grizzly 
bear  studies  in  Alberta  and  receiving  addi- 


Lkensing  -  All  sportfishing,  regard- 
less of  equipment  used,  will  be  under  one 
licence  -  the  sportfishing  licence.  Under  an 
inter-provincial  agreement,  this  licence  will 
be  valid  for  the  Saskatchewan  section  of 
Cold  Lake,  and  the  Saskatchewan  licence 
will  be  valid  for  the  Alberta  section. 

Sportfishermen  should  check  these  and 
other  regulations  changes  in  the  1987  Guide 
to  Sportfishing  Regulations,  which  will  be 
available  in  late  March. 

In  another  development  related  to  fish- 
eries, the  Canadian  and  Alberta  govern- 
ments recently  signed  an  agreement  that  es- 
establishes  a  framework  for  dealing  with 
such  issues  as  fish  habitat  management, 
aquaculture  and  fish  health,  sport  fisheries 
development,  fish  inspection  and  small  craft 
harbors. 

It  also  calls  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Canada/ Alberta  Fisheries  Committee  to  im- 
plement the  terms  of  the  agreement  The 
committee  will  develop  and  recommend 
subsidiary  agreements  to  the  federal  and  pro- 
vincial ministers,  evaluate  the  financial 
support  for  various  programs  and  prepare 
annual  reports. 

Hon.  Tom  Siddon,  Minister  of 
Fisheries  and  Oceans,  signed  the  agreement 
on  behalf  of  the  federal  government,  while 
Hon.  Don  Sparrow,  Minister  of  Forestry, 
Lands  and  Wildlife,  signed  for  Alberta. 


tional  technical  information  and  input  from 
other  professional  bear  biologists  in  North 
America  concerning  the  effect  the  spring 
hunt  may  have  on  the  grizzly  bear  popula- 
tion in  southwestern  Alberta. 

In  order  to  pursue  the  principle  of  a 
more  conservative  harvest  regime  in 
Alberta,  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Division  has 
also  committed  itself  to  preparing  a  provin- 
cial grizzly  bear  management  plan  in  1987. 

In  addition,  the  division  presented  three 
recommendations  on  grizzly  bears  to  the 
Fish  and  Wildlife  Advisory  Council 
meeting  held  January  7-8  in  Edmonton: 

1.  That  the  shooting  of  grizzly  bears  in 
family  groups  be  prohibited.  The  intention 
is  to  protect  females  that  may  still  have 
young. 

2.  That  evidence  of  sex  of  grizzlies  be 
retained  until  after  registration.  This  will 
assist  the  division  in  monitoring  the 
harvest. 

3.  That  the  spring  general  season  be 
eliminated  in  Big  Game  Zones  2,  3  and  4 
and  that  the  grizzly  bear  seasons  in  these 
zones  be  continued  using  a  limited  entry 
spring  grizzly  bear  authorization.  Implemen-

No  increase  in  grizzly  hunt  permits 


Surveying  program 
accelerated 

In  August  1986,  the  Alberta  Land 
Surveyors'  Association  presented  a  brief  to 
Hon.  Don  Sparrow,  Minister  of  Forestry, 
Lands  and  Wildlife,  asking  the  government 
to  examine  proposed  and  new  surveying 
programs  that  would  both  benefit  Albertans 
and  provide  temporary  support  to  the 
surveying  industry,  now  experiencing  a 
period  of  severe  economic  difficulty. 

Starting  new  programs  and  accelerating 
existing  programs,  with  an  emphasis  on 
privatization,  said  the  association,  would 
assist  the  land  surveying  profession  to 
maintain  its  viability. 

If  the  depressed  economic  climate 
continues  for  any  length  of  time,  it  said,  a 
number  of  survey  firms  would  be  forced  to 
close  or  members  driven  into  other  fields  or 
areas.  In  the  associations'  view,  this  would 
be  detrimental  to  the  long-term  viability  of 
the  land  survey  system  in  Alberta,  one  of 
the  fundamental  building  blocks  of  the  land- 
related  information  system  program. 

Responding  to  the  brief,  Mr.  Sparrow 
said  budget  funds  from  the  Public  Lands 
Division  and  the  Alberta  Bureau  of 
Surveying  and  Mapping  would  be  realloca- 
ed  to  projects  for  the  surveying  industry. 

A  total  of  $450,000  has  been  made 
available  by  the  two  divisions  and  allocated 
to  16  survey  firms  for  surveys  on  60  new 
sections  of  land  available  for  patent,  a  re- 
survey  in  a  residential  area  at  Gull  Lake, 
field  ties  from  the  Alberta  Survey  Control 
System  to  219  township  corners  under  the 
1:20  000  base  mapping  program,  and  a 
cadastral  mapping  pilot  project 

Association  President  Robert  McCuaig 
has  acknowledged  this  additional  support  as 
a  contribution  to  the  ongoing  viability  of 
the  surveying  industry.

$25  million  a  year  less  federal  collection 
fees,  will  be  returned  to  this  province. 

At  present  there  are  about  6,000 
persons  directly  employed  in  the  Alberta 
forest  industry,  including  the  pulp  and  paper 
sector,  sawmills  and  panelboard  operations. 

Ed  Gillespie,  Assistant  Director, 
Timber  Management  Branch,  said  it  is  too 
early  to  assess  the  specific  impact  of  the 
export  charge  on  sales  and  employment. 
For  the  present,  this  impact  is  being 
cushioned  somewhat  by  a  stronger  market 
for  dimension  lumber. 

"It  is  the  U.S.  market  price  that  will 
determine  how  we  are  going  to  compete  or 


whether  our  production  is  reduced.  Jobs  are 
directly  proportional  to  production,  but  no 
one  has  a  crystal  ball  to  figure  that  one  out 

yet" 

The  Canadian  Council  of  Forest 
Ministers  met  late  in  January  in  Montreal 
to  review  possible  new  measure  to  replace 
the  export  charge.  Alberta's  position,  said 
Mr.  Gillespie,  is  to  minimize  the  impact 
on  the  industry. 

Forestry,  Lands  and  Wildlife  is  work- 
ing closely  with  the  industry  to  this  end, 
and  there  are  ongoing  consultations  with 
the  Alberta  Forest  Products  Association.

tation  in  spring  of  1988  will  enable  the 
division  to  iiave  better  control  of  the 
number  of  hunters,  their  distribution  and 
potential  harvest  of  grizzly  bears 
throughout  the  province. 

These  recommendations  were  endorsed 
by  the  Advisory  Council  and  will  be 
considered  for  the  1987  hunting  regulations. 

Mr.  Andrews  stated  that  the  action 
being  proposed  by  the  Fish  and  Wildlife 
Division  reflects  Alberta's  leadership  role  in 
the  conservation  and  management  of  grizzly 
bears  on  this  continent. 


Wildlife  Regulations  -  Continued 

Firearms  Safety  -  Previous  acts 
prohibited  discharge  of  firearms  from 
prescribed  roadways.  The  new  regulations 
extend  this  to  prohibit  the  discharge  of 
firearms  along  developed  road  allowances 
throughout  the  province  (except  for  shot- 
guns used  to  hunt  game  birds  under  the  au- 
thority of  a  licence).  This  change  will  not 
include  improvement  districts  and  special 
areas  in  addition  to  the  existing  countries 
and  municipal  districts. 

Possession  and  Transfer  -  Posses- 
sion and  transfer  of  some  wildlife  products 
obtained  from  hunting  big  game  under  a  big 
game  licence  are  now  permitted.  This 
allows  the  disposal  of  parts  of  harvest-  ed 
big  game  previously  wasted.  Traditional 
uses  of  big  game  are  now  accommodated. 
For  example,  handicrafts  made  from  hides 
can  now  legally  be  sold.  Hunters  with  more 
than  one  animal  mount  or  individuals  who 
inherit  animal  mounts  are  now  able  to 
dispose  of  them. 

The  regulations  allow  for  less  restricted 
but  controlled  transfer  in  some  parts,  not 
including  the  meat  of  big  game  and  game 
birds  that  have  been  hunted  legally.  Exam- 
ples are  horns  and  hides. 

Although  Albertans  have  traditionally 
made  gifts  of  big  game  and  game  birds, 
there  has  been  no  provision  legitimizing 


this  practice.  The  Act  allows  gifts  of  legal- 
ly hunted  big  game  and  game  birds,  taken 
by  a  licenced  hunter. 

Captive  Wildlife  -  Provision  has 
been  made  for  the  operation  of  individual 
big  game  farms,  zoos  and  animal  training 
centres. 

Game  ranching  will  not  be  impleme- 
mented  with  the  passage  of  these  regula- 
tions. In  view  of  the  many  legitimate  con- 
cerns that  have  been  expressed  during  the 
current  period  of  review,  the  proposal  will 
have  to  be  very  carefully  and  critically 
reviewed  at  the  conclusion  of  the  public 
input  phase  on  March  31. 

"I  firmly  believe  the  new  Wildlife  Act 
and  regulations  provide  Alberta  with  one  of 
the  most  contemporary  pieces  of  wildlife 
legislation  on  this  continent",  said  Mr. 
Sparrow.  "The  process  of  policy  and 
regulatory  reform  does  not  take  place 
without  public  discussion  and  controversy. 
Given  the  scope  of  the  review  which  has 
been  initiated,  as  well  as  some  of  the 
changes,  we  expected  to  see  this  level  of 
interest  in  such  an  exhaustive  review." 

Alberta's  new  Wildlife  Act  and 
regulations  reflect  the  views  of  the  public 
following  four  years  of  extensive  debate  and 
discussion  and  the  approval  of  an 
overwhelming  majority  of  the  26 
organizations  represented  on  the  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Advisory  Council.  "I  would  like  to 
personally  thank  Mr.  Jack  Shaver,Chairman 
of  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Advisory  Council, 
and  all  of  the  council  members  for  their 
countless  hours  and  valuable  input  to  these 
regulations,"  the  Minister  said
